If  we  were  to  accurately  express  our  appreciation  to 
Mr.  Ostrum  for  all  he  has  done  for  our  class,  it  would 
take  half  of  this  entire  book  .  .  .  no,  the  entire  annual,  if 
not  more.  Were  we  to  list  his  good  qualities  in  the  same 
manner,  it  would  probably  take  at  least  that  amount  of 
space.  I'm  sure  none  of  us  could  fill  a  quarter  page  with 
his  bad  points.     They  are  indeed  few. 

Versatility  might  well  describe  one  of  his  basic  quali- 
ties. Those  who  have  had  the  privilege  of  working  under 
him  will  vouch  for  this,  I'm  sure. 

To  tell  you  a  little  of  our  hard-working  adviser's 
background,  he  played  basketball  and  baseball  and  was 
captain  of  the  baseball  team  in  his  senior  year  at  Cen- 
tral Teacher's  College  in  Wisconsin.  He  also  played  in 
the  school  band  and  orchestra. 

At  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  where  he  was  gradu- 
ated from  the  School  of  Journalism,  he  confined  his 
activities  to  music  and  played  in  the  University  concert 
and  marching  bands  and  orchestra. 

Shortly  after  his  graduation,  he  came  to  Wyandotte  as 
a  reporter  on  the  former  Wyandotte  Record.  Later,  he 
became  editor  of  the  former  Wyandotte  Daily  News,  one 
of  the  outstanding  small  dailies  in  Michigan. 

He  organized  and  was  president  for  several  years  of 
the  Down-River  baseball  and  basketball  leagues,  or- 
ganizations of  Down-River  Cities. 


During  his  16  years  as  publications  adviser  at  Roose- 
velt High  School,  his  Wy-News  has  consistently  won  top 
honors.  Some  of  the  things  he  has  pioneered  are  an 
eight-column  newspaper,  also  the  use  of  newsprint 
rather  than  the  magazine  type  paper  to  be  more  in 
keeping  with  a  large  daily  newspaper. 

These  are  some  of  the  high-points  of  his  life  and  they 
are  indeed  admirable. 

We  of  the  Senior  Annual  staff  are  quite  confident  that 
Mr.  Ostrum  is  by  far  the  finest  such  adviser  in  Michigan. 

Mr.  Ostrum,  more  commonly  known  to  students  as 
"Mr.  O",  is  the  most  unselfish  person  on  the  face  of  this 
earth,  as  far  as  we  are  concerned.  He  gives  freely  of 
his  time,  and  proves  time  and  time  again  to  be  the  most 
indefatigable  person  of  all  of  us.

With  so  many  problems  of  teenagers  in  this 
complex  society  of  ours,  a  new  phase  of  educa- 
tional assistance  has  been  the  naming  of  coun- 
selors to  smooth  the  path  of  the  troubled. 

A  counselor,  to  do  the  best  by  the  student, 
must  have  a  wide  range  of  experiences  and  also 
a  vast  knowledge  of  many  subjects  for  many 
questions  are  asked  of  them.  An  efficient  coun- 
selor must  get  to  know  the  student  and  also 
know  the  qualifications  that  will  enable  the  stu- 
dent to  make  good  at  college  or  in  his  chosen 

field. 

A  counselor  must  be  sympathetic,  must  ex- 
plore, along  with  the  student,  into  many  lines  of 
endeavor.  A  counselor  must  be  thoroughly 
versed  in  the  school's  curriculum  so  as  to  inform 
the  students  of  what  subjects  they  can  take,  and 
then  study  the  student  so  as  to  advise  properly. 
A  counselor  must  not  be  arbitrary,  except  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  students. 

There  is  much  more  to  being  a  counselor  than 
making  out  a  schedule  at  a  minimum  of  effort. 
Counselors  have  an  enviable  position  as  they 
become  confidantes  of  their  counselees.  Many 
times  during  a  semester  students  come  with 
questions  and  expect  the  right  answers. 

As  the  student  nears  the  end  of  his  high  school 
career,  the  counselor  must  so  know  the  student 
that  he  can  give  practical  advice.  Assistance  is 
given  in  finding  the  proper  job,  if  advanced  edu- 
cation is  not  the  goal. 

For  those  going  to  college,  there  must  be  a 
direction  of  greatest  assistance  to  the  student. 
To  function  at  the  greatest  efficiency,  a  counselor 
must  know  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  a 
large  number  of  colleges  and  direct  the  stu- 
dent to  that  college  that  will  best  train  the  stu- 
dent in  the  field  of  endeavor  he  desires.

Now, 
in  accordance  with  modern  thinking,  we  are  trying  out  an  ac- 
celerated group  which  we  hope  will  be  able  to  get  in  a  whole 
semester  of  college  mathematics  beyond  trigonometry.  Many 
R.H.S.  students  take  the  following  tests: 

1.  National  Merit  Scholarship  Qualifying  Test. 

2.  School  and  College  Ability  Test 

3.  Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test 

4.  Prize  Michigan  Math  Competition 

The  scores  on  these  tests  are  well  above  the  average  score 
for  all  schools  taking  the  test. 

For  boys  who  find  plane  geometry  and  advanced  algebra 
too  difficult,  a  third  course  in  general  mathematics  is  given  in 
the  sophomore  year  and  refresher  mathematics  in  the  senior 
year.  These  courses  aid  them  in  getting  jobs  in  business  and 
industry,  and  in  getting  desired  placement  in  the  armed  forces.

Roosevelt,  like  many  other 
schools,  is  beginning  to  recog- 
nize the  new  importance  of  lan- 
guages in  our  modern  space-age. 
A  newly  installed  language  lab- 
oratory was  a  big  challenge  to 
Spanish  students  and  teachers 
last  fall.  The  cost  of  the  equip- 
ment, installation,  and  much  of 
the  materials  for  the  laboratory 
have  been  under-written  by  our 
national  government  under  the 
provisions  of  the  National  De- 
fense Education  Act. 

Two  languages,  at  the  present, 
are  offered  to  the  students: 
Latin  and  Spanish.  The  basic 
two-year  courses  are  offered 
plus  advanced  classes  if  desired.

Here  at  Roosevelt,  art  students  are  trained  to 
be  creative  thinkers.  They  are  given  ample  op- 
portunity for  specialized  instruction  in  art,  ac- 
cording to  their  abilities,  interests,  talents,  and 
skills. 

Each  year,  art  students  enter  their  work  in 
the  Scholastic  Art  Exhibit  at  Crowley's  Depart- 
ment Store,  where  honors  are  awarded  to  the 
best  and  most  original  work. 

The  Industrial  Arts  department  is  composed 
of  five  sections  which  are  machine  shop,  techni- 
cal drawing,  auto  shop,  wood  shop,  and  general 
metal  shop. 

By  taking  any  or  all  of  the  above  offered 
courses,  a  student  receives  a  sound  fundamental 
knowledge  of  machine  tool  practice,  a  basic 
course  in  drawing  and  blueprint  reading,  prac- 
tical experience  on  the  mechanics  of  the  auto- 
mobile, training  in  the  use  of  hand  tools  and 
wood  working  machines,  and  training  in  metal 
working  processes. 

The  opening  of  the  new  annex  in  1957  has 
greatly  improved  the  standards  and  conditions 
under  which  the  industrial  art  students  work.

John  Visingardi 
did  it. 

With  a  scholastic  average  of  3.95  during  his  high  school  ca- 
reer, the  valedictorian  sailed  through  his  courses  with  an  almost 
straight  A  average. 

Studies  did  not  occupy  his  mind  and  energies  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  all  else,  for  he  was  athletically  inclined  and  won  a  Var- 
sity letter.

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With  all-A  scholastic  grades  during  her  high  school  career, 
Arlene  Alton  tied  with  Cathie  Caruso  as  valedictorian  of  the 
June  class. 

Editor-in-chief  of  the  Wy-News,  Arlene  has  been  a  member 
of  the  staff  for  three  years.  Last  summer,  she  was  sent  by  the 
Wy-News  to  a  summer  journalism  clinic  at  the  University  of 
Michigan. 

She  is  on  the  Annual  staff,  has  been  a  member  of  the  Girls 
Athletic  Association  for  three  years,  Thespians  for  two  years, 
Quill  and  Scroll,  Tri  Alpha  for  three  years  and  a  member  of 
the  discussion  group.  She  won  a  letter  in  debating,  received 
commendation  on  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Test,  and 
was  elected  to  the  National  Honor  Society.  She  is  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  World  As  A  Community  class.  Abilene,  Texas  is  the 
exchange  school.

With  a  new  coach  at  the  helm  of  gridiron  activities  and  the  team 
from  the  previous  year  depleted  of  key  players  because  of  graduation, 
football  fortunes  at  Roosevelt  followed  a  building  process. 

Coach  David  Kragthorpe  had  a  smaller  list  of  candidates  than  in 
past  years  but  demonstrated  from  the  start  that  he  knew  football  and 
how  to  wield  his  players  into  a  strong  unit  playing  for  the  good  of  the 
team  rather  than  striving  for  individual  glamour.  He  was  ably  assisted 
by  Derwood  Drobot  and  John  Chalapis,  assistant  coaches. 

The  Bears  started  the  season  in  satisfactory  manner  by  downing  a 
rugged  Trenton  team  14  to  7.  Any  undue  ego  built  up  by  the  players 
was  quickly  reduced  when  a  strong  Pontiac  team  fed  on  luscious  Bear 
steaks  to  the  tune  of  47  to  0. 

Starting  the  Border  Cities  League  season  against  a  heavy,  fast  Grosse 
Pointe  team,  the  Bruins  battled  on  even  terms  during  the  first  half  only 
to  give  way  to  superior  strength  in  the  final  two  quarters  and  lost  38 
to  7. 

Wyandotte  won  by  a  toe  in  the  second  Border  Cities  League  contest 
by  downing  Monroe  13  to  12.  It  was  the  goal  kick  for  extra  point  that 
prevented  a  tie  score. 

Fordson,  perennial  enemy  of  Wyandotte,  athletically  blanked  the 
Golden  Bears  26  to  0.  Fordson  always  has  a  strong  team  well  drilled 
in  fundamentals  and  always  anxious  to  mix  it  up  with  any  team. 

Against  Highland  Park,  the  Bruins  scored  their  greatest  number  of 
points  for  the  season,  and  won  19  to  12.

Taylor  Center  felt  the  bared 
claws  of  the  Bruins  13  to  6. 

The  final  game  of  the  season  was  against  Lincoln  Park.  The  Rail- 
splitters  had  come  up  with  another  outstanding  squad.  But,  they  had 
done  this  for  two  previous  seasons  only  to  have  their  bubble  burst  by 
Wyandotte's  stellar  play.  This  year  the  Parkers  were  too  much  and 
swamped  the  Bears  31-0. 

Next  year  the  Bruins  may  be  able  to  smack  down  more  of  the  Border 
Cities  team  and  become  a  contender  for  the  League  championship.

Deated  in  their  final  four  games  of  the  regu- 
lar season,  Roosevelt's  basketball  team  finished 
fourth  in  the  Border  Cities  League  standings, 
behind  Highland  Park,  Grosse  Pointe  and  Ford- 
son. 

Lack  of  shooting  ability  by  a  majority  of  the 
squad  made  it  necessary  for  three  to  carry  the 
load  and  one  of  these,  Robert  Heinal  was  gradu- 
ated in  midyear  and  lost  to  the  squad. 

Dan  Roble  was  the  leading  scorer  for  the 
Wyandotte  team  and  totaled  338  points  in  16 
games  for  an  average  of  21.1  points  a  game.  In 
one  contest,  he  set  a  record  of  40  points  and 
thereafter  was  a  marked  man. 

The  only  other  member  of  the  team  to  score 
in  double  figures  for  the  entire  season  was  Phil 
Zajas  with  an  average  of  13.3  points.  Zajas  was 
leader  in  rebounds  with  a  total  of  181,  more 
than  any  other  two  men  on  the  squad. 

For  much  of  the  season,  Wyandotte  was  tied 
with  Fordson  for  third  place.  Losses  in  the  final 
games  caused  the  Bears  to  slip  behind  their 
rivals. 

In  an  effort  to  bolster  the  squad,  Coach  Bob 
Eldridge  brought  cagers  from  the  Reserve  squad 
but  none  of  them  added  the  scoring  punch  that 
was    needed. 

After  the  regular  season,  Coach  Eldridge  gave 
the  former  Reserve  players  an  opportunity  of 
showing  their  ability  in  the  tournament  game 
against  Lincoln  Park.  They  showed  fight  and 
drive,  but  appeared  hesitant  to  take  shots  for  the 
basket. 

With  several  key  players  graduating  in  June, 
it  will  be  necessary  for  Coach  Eldridge  to  dis- 
cover scoring  ability  if  the  Bears  are  to  be  a 
factor  in  the  fight  for  League  championship  dur- 
ing the   coming  season.

Another  successful  season  was  recorded  for 
Roosevelt  High  School's  most  consistent  team 
—  Cross  Country.  Again  in  1960  the  Bears 
proved  to  be  the  outstanding  team  in  the  Border 
Cities  League  by  defeating  Monroe,  Fordson, 
Highland  Park,  and  Royal  Oak  in  a  decisive 
manner.  Also  falling  to  the  Bear  Harriers  were 
non-league  opponents  Trenton,  Taylor  Center, 
and  Melvindale.  Three  defeats  were  suffered  — 
at  the  hands  of  Lincoln  Park,  Edsel  Ford,  and 
Riverview. 

Cross  Country  running  is  one  of  the  oldest 
forms  of  human  competition.  It  dates  back  to 
the  days  of  the  Greeks  and  Romans.  This  is  a 
vigorous  fall  sport  which  commands  the  highest 
type  of  personal  courage.  It  is  a  regretable  fact 
that  little  public  acclaim  accompanies  success- 
ful efforts  in  this  sport.  However,  this  may  be 
excused  because  Cross  Country  Courses  require 
quite  an  extensive  area  and  as  a  result  must  be 
located  at  some  distance  from  the  school  and  are 
relatively  inaccessible  for  the  average  spectator. 

This  year's  team  produced  two  of  the  top 
performers  in  Roosevelt  High  School  history.

With  45  athletes  answering  coach  Ben  Lupino's  initial 
summons  for  high  school  oarsmen,  the  crew  anticipates 
a   very   successful   rowing   season. 

Rowing  is  basically  a  sport  of  endurance  and  team- 
work. To  prepare  for  the  gruelling  contests  ahead,  the 
oarsmen  must  workout  for  months  to  get  into  the  peak 
of  physical  condition.  The  crew  rows  from  7  to  14  miles 
a  day,  seven  days  a  week.  These  difficult  workouts  will 
single  out  the  oarsmen  to  represent  Wyandotte  in  the 
National   Schoolboy  Regatta  in  Virginia.
